The Trouble with Alek 


OREGON CONGRESSIONAL CANDIDATE PRESENTS THE SMILING FACE OF REPUBLICAN FASCISM 


he coming midterm elections are trending toward a nightmare that 
could take many of us by surprise. 

Nationally, a slew of candidates energized and emboldened by our 
recent sociopolitical and economic fracturing — Trumpies, QAnon 
devotees, election deniers, anti-vaxxers, Jan. 6 “patriots,” anti-immi- 
gration xenophobes, anti-abortion evangelicals — are on the ticket. 
They could be ushered into office on a frothy wave of support by (as 

Hillary Clinton so cynically labeled them) that “basket of deplorables” legitimately 
pissed about years of Democratic weak sauce. 

Four-plus years of Donald Trump, alifelong 
cheat whose final pyramid scheme was play- 
ing the long con on the nation itself, provided 
the kindling, leveling our politics to a nihilistic 
rubble of falsity, bravado and raw aggression; 
the current slew of candidates is the spark 
that finally could set the whole thing ablaze. 

Homey, handsome and freshly scrubbed, 
Oregon 4th District congressional candidate 
Alek Skarlatos is the smiling face of this Repub- 
lican revolution (or, rather, counter-revolution): 
He presents as aclassic Oregon “libertarian,” 
the sort of toothsome good Christian who 
hunts, fishes, backs the blue, hates “socialists” and wants to make America great again 
(i.e., straight, white, Christian, armed and angry). 

Skarlatos has hitched his wagon, albeit loosely, to Trumpism. He is the Forest Gump 
of white nationalism; he’s been seen with or has ties to the Proud Boys, Patriot Prayer, 
anti-environmental Timber Unity, the moribund Tea Party and QAnon, to name a few 
coalitions, and he’s garnered the support of such far-right Republican extremists as 
House Minority Leader Kevin McCarthy and Republican Whip Steve Scalise. 

Considering his past comments, as well as who he hangs out with, who he’s identi- 
fied with and the support he’s garnered, we can make some broad assertions about 
Skarlatos’ political leanings: unconditionally anti-abortion, anti-organized labor (he’s 
a right-to-work guy), anti-federal minimum wage (which he once said he supports 
abolishing), anti-taxation, wildly pro-gun (no assault ban), anti-public education (he’s 
proposed abolishing the Department of Education), pro-military (he served in Afghani- 
stan), anti-economic and environmental regulations, and, therefore, vehemently free- 
market capitalism. 

Related to such concrete policy points, Skarlatos has also expressed support for the 
rioters who “stormed the Capitol” on Jan. 6, and — in keeping with his “one-hundred 
percent” support of Trump — he’s also aligned himself with the Big Lie crowd that 
denies the legitimacy of the last presidential election. 

For anyone with a nominal understanding of actual fascism, a disturbing portrait 
begins to emerge when the past and present of Skarlatos are taken as a whole. Too

many boxes are checked: suppression of labor power, protection of corporate power, 
supremacy of the military, a dismissal of education and teachers unions, an associa- 
tion with aggressive (white) nationalism, dismissing legitimate elections, an overween- 
ing obsession with crime and “safety” in the form of unlimited support and funding 
of law enforcement, and a concomitant obsession with demonizing the banal left as 
“extremists,” etc., etc. 

You don’t need to be a “fascist” to be a fascist. It is simply the organic unleashing 
of the worst instincts of the economic system itself — as Trump, a farcical reiteration 
of Mussolini, proved over and over. The social bigotries of fascism are no less cata- 
strophic for being secondary to its primary 
aim, which is the complete deregulation of 
the economy. It equates political power with 
corporate power, and it does that by tapping 
the fears and resentments of those whowill be 
most screwed by its brutal functioning. The 
scapegoat, whether drag queens or trans kids 
or immigrants or the homeless, is essential to 
the fascist agenda; it cannot function without 
targeting an oppressed or outsider segment 
of the population; whether real or imagined 
doesn’t matter. 

But let’s avoid the dreaded “F” word. Let’s 
call Skarlatos’ platform one of corporate feudalism — the calculated elevation of the free 
market to a kind of religious ecstasy, disguised as a return to the Wild West of capital- 
ism before unions, environmentalists, feminists, liberals, intellectuals and “socialist” 
politicians started gumming up the works. It’s an appealing message, especially to a 
working and middle class currently mired in economic anxiety and dread. 

The Democrats, of course, have failed to directly attack Skarlatos on economic 
issues where they stand just as guilty. In fact, considering the abiding failures of the 
Democratic Party — its bowing to corporate lobbying, its abandonment of the working 
class, its bailing out of big banks and cozying up to globalist trade policies — a nativist 
candidate like Skarlatos is to a significant degree their creation, a pure product of the 
great American selling-out of us all. 

Skarlatos, in other words, is a pure product of our broken politics. He is a symp- 
tom of the times, as well as a harkening to the worst catastrophes of the 20th century, 
when the politics of resentment mobilized the disenfranchised masses to throw their 
support behind charming psychopaths who pushed a vicious, insipid form of social 
Darwinism, where only the strong (and white, straight, armed and angry) survive — to 
hell with the rest. 

Unless you are uber-rich, a business owner or high-level military, a vote for Skarla- 
tos is a vote for your own undoing.

FORMER LANE COUNTY COMMISSIONER JERRY RUST CHALLENGES STATE REP. BOOMER WRIGHT 


tate Rep. Boomer Wright of Florence almost 
had an uncontested general election. But at 
the last minute, former Lane County Commis- 
sioner Jerry Rust decided to run against him 
after getting a call froma local high-ranking 
Democrat. 

“Trealized that I would kick myself for the 
rest of my life if 1 don’t take this life to make a difference 
in people’s lives,” Rust says. “And that’s why I’m running.” 

Democrat Rust stepped out of retirement to run against 
Republican and Libertarian Wright for the House District 
9 seat of the Oregon House of Representatives in the Nov. 
8 general election. He says Wright hasn’t proven himself 
as a productive legislator and that he has voted against 
legislation that would benefit the community. Asa former 
Lane County commissioner, Rust says he has the experi- 
ence to represent the district. 

Wright climbed the ranks from school teacher to prin- 
cipal and ended his education career as superintendent 
at Mapleton School District in 2002. He retired from full- 
time employment in 2010 at the Sea Lion Caves, where he 
worked for five years, and ran for state representative in 
2020. He says that he has secured a sizable amount of 
money for his district, and with another term he hopes to 
address youth mental health services and homelessness. 

HD 9 represents stretches of the coast, from Coos Bay 
to Florence, andruns to the eastern boundaries of Elmira. 

From 1977 to 1999, Rust served on the Lane County 
Board of County Commissioners. During that time, he 
says that he did what he could to ensure the government 
worked for the people. As acounty commissioner, he says, 
one of his achievements was that he worked with vari- 
ous levels of government to help preserve the county’s 
historic covered bridges. 

Ifelected as state representative, Rust says he has the 
government experience to work with other legislators to 
get bills passed. HD 9 doesn’t have a legislator with politi- 
cal clout, he says. “It’s not all his fault,” he says of Wright. 
“The party that’s in control usually has the clout. But even 
when I’m not in the majority, I know how to make friends 
and find my way to the prize.” 

Wright says that in his first term, he’s helped secure 
more than $32 million for the district. Some of that money 
has gone to supporting the Coos Bay container shipping 
terminal, building a water treatment facility in Lakeside

and helping veterans access transportation to receive 
health care services in the Willamette Valley. 

Among the differences between the two candidates is their 
stances on reproductive rights, Rust says. “Whether women 
will have the right to make their own choices or whether 
that choice would be taken from them, that’s a major issue.” 

Wright is endorsed by the anti-abortion group Oregon 
Right-to-Life Political Action Committee, and in 2021 he 
joined 21 other Republican legislators to call for House 
Bill 2699, also called the Born Alive Act. The bill would 
require health care practitioners to exercise proper care 
for a baby born after abortion or attempted abortion. 

Rust won the May 17 Democratic primary with 290 
votes. Shortly after winning the write-in campaign, Rust 
created a campaign finance committee and has since 
raised about $18,000. His largest contributions are $1,000 
from climate-focused PolicyInteractive Executive Direc- 
tor Tom Bowerman, $1,000 from Progressive Americans 
for Democracy Political Action Committee and $500 each 
from state Rep. Paul Holvey and state Sen. Floyd Prozanski. 

Wright’s campaign account is more than four times 
larger than Rust’s. His largest contributions are $10,000 


from state Rep. David Brock Smith of Port Orford, $5,000 
from Oregon Hospital Political Action Committee and 
$4,000 from the Coquille Indian Tribe. 

Wright voted in favor of establishing the Elliott State 
Research Forest, but he says that he opposed it at first 
until he was told it was the best compromise for environ- 
mentalists and resource extraction interests. Ifre-elected, 
he says he wants to serve on the forest’s advisory commit- 
tee to ensure there’s continued compromise occurring. 

“T want people to respect what the intent of the law 
was,” Wright says. “There needs to bea balance of harvest, 
there needs to be a balance of protection. There needs 
to bea balance of public use.” 

Rust is challenging Wright as the Republican finishes 
his first two-year term in the Oregon House of Represen- 
tatives. He says that Wright hasn’t been present in the 
district community that much and that he hasn’t proven 
himself to be able to get anything done in the Legislature. 
“There’s a lot more you could do with this office than he 
has done in his first two years,” Rust says. 

Rust says Wright voted against legislation that would 
have improved the lives of Oregonians. He points to Senate 
Bill 844, which ultimately went into effect. The bill created 
a commission to investigate and review prices for nine 
drugs and one insulin product. “Boomer voted against 
that three times,” he says. 

Wright says he hasn’t had legislation passed that he’s 
pushed for because he doesn’t want to create bad law. But 
he says with a second term he wants to push for giving 
parents more powers to admit a child — with or without 
consent — toa treatment facility for mental, emotional or 
substance use. It’s a bill that he introduced in the 2022 legis- 
lative session but he says he withdrew it to work on it more. 

Wright says that he also plans to work on addressing 
homelessness in each of HD 9’s communities. “That'll be 
one of my major focuses of the next two years,” he adds. 

Amajor issue that Rust says will dominate voter concerns 
is around housing and loweringits cost to an affordable level. 
He says the ways to look into increasing the housing supply is 
through addressing design, materials, zoning and planning. 

Time is running out to address housing, Rust says, as 
Coos Bay is looking at economic development, such as the 
container shipping facility, that could create hundreds 
or even thousands of jobs. “But we don’t have housing 
right now,” he says. m

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Battle for Psiloeybin Therapy 


THIS NOVEMBER MANY OREGONIANS WILL VOTE WHETHER OR NOT TO BAN 
PSILOCYBIN SERVICES AND PRODUCTS IN THEIR AREA.

n November 2020, Oregonians voted on 
the Oregon Psilocybin Services Act, and 
it passed. Now, two years later, more than 
half of Oregon's 36 counties, and many 
cities, are voting again. 
Measure 109 legalized the use of psilo- 
cybin mushrooms to treat mental health 
conditions like depression, addiction, anxiety and 
“end-of-life distress.” To achieve this goal it gives 
the Oregon Health Authority the responsibility of 
regulating the “manufacture, delivery, purchase, 
and consumption of psilocybin.” 

Consumption of psilocybin, a Schedule | 
substance, is legal only within OHA licensed 
“psilocybin service centers,” during a “psilocybin 
administration session with a licensed psilocybin 
service facilitator.” 

The law also created the Oregon Psilocybin 
Advisory Board, which is a group of experts 
appointed by the governor to make suggestions 
to OHA “on the requirements, specifications and 
guidelines for providing psilocybin services in 
Oregon,” according to the OHA website. 

The measure passed originally with about 56 
percent of the vote. However, the law included an 
opportunity for counties and cities who did not 
support the policy to opt out. To do so county 
commissioners and city councils wrote ordinances 
banning psilocybin centers and products. 

Asaresult, the battle for legal psilocybin ther- 
apy will now play out on the local level as cities and 
counties vote on psilocybin bans and shape the 
landscape of Oregon’s psilocybin therapy network. 

County-level votes will apply to all unincor- 
porated regions of a county but hold no bearing 
on whether or not cities in the area decide to opt 
out. Cities in counties that will not hold an opt- 
out vote can still hold opt-out elections. 

Lane County is one of just nine counties in the state that does not have an opt-out 
ordinance on the ballot this November. However, local cities including Creswell, Cottage 
Grove and Junction City will vote on a ban. 

In neighboring Deschutes County, Measure 109 has come to the center of the 
upcoming county commissioners’ races. It is one of just two counties that has an active 
campaign supporting 109 and voting down a potential ban. 

Measure 109 gave OHA two years to put all necessary parts of a system in place 
to allow the licensing and practice of psilocybin therapy. That two-year preparation 
period comes to an end on Jan. 1, 2023, and OHA will begin accepting applications for 
service center licenses. 

In early August, the Creswell City Council passed an ordinance to ban psilocybin 
centers and products. The ordinance was then added to the November ballot to be 
voted on by community members. 

According to Creswell City Council President Kevin Prociw, Measure 109 was not 
on most people's radar until the city got a notice from the League of Oregon Cities 
introducing them to the policy. Voters in Creswell are likely still new to the ordinance. 

“T would say that most people probably weren't even aware of it, and wouldn't be 
aware until they actually get their ballots,” Prociw says. “Frankly,” he adds, the council 
itself wasn’t “even aware of it.” 

Before passing the ban and adding it to the ballot, the council discussed the possibil- 
ity of a moratorium — a pause rather than an outright ban — on the policy. According 
to Prociw this would have allowed Creswell to see how psilocybin therapy is executed in 
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the surrounding areas and possibly open Creswell 
to psilocybin therapy at a later date. Prociw origi- 
nally voted against a ban in favor of a moratorium. 

“Twas not in favor of a ban, I was in favor of just 
a moratorium because I wanted to be able to say, 
let's come back and revisit in two years,” Prociw 
says. “When you do a ban, it may come back and 
it may not. You don't know, and I didn't think that 
was right.” 

While he shares his fellow city councilors’ 
concerns about the uncertainty of Measure 109, 
as it is the first ever U.S. policy to legalize the use 
of psilocybin mushrooms, Prociw also sees the 
potential benefits. 

“The research suggests that it’s good for treat- 
ing post traumatic stress disorder and depression. 
And I've experienced both of those,” Prociw says. 
“The more chronic versions of depression and 
PTSD — if it's worse than what I've experienced, 
and I'm sure that some war veterans and things 
like that have experienced that — I don't want to 
deny them that opportunity if it can help them.” 

Despite his original opposition to an all-out 
ban, Prociw in the end supported putting a ban 
on the ballot. Creswell citizens will vote on the ban 
in November. 

Neighboring Cottage Grove went through a 
similar process of putting psilocybin on the upcom- 
ing ballot. According to Cottage Grove Mayor and 
president of the Oregon Mayors Association Jeff 
Gowing, the council’s main concern was the uncer- 
tainty of Measure 109. 

“There's no guidelines,” Gowing says. “Would you 
have to go to a marijuana distributor to get these 
or can you get it at AM/PM? How do you regulate 
it? How do you purchase it? Who sees it?” He adds, 
“The state did a terrible job of rolling this out.” 

While some specifics of how psilocybin centers will work are still uncertain, Gowing’s 
observation isn’t entirely accurate, as Measure 109 clearly states psilocybin can only 
be purchased and used within OHA licensed service centers. 

Gowing compared the roll-out of psilocybin centers to the process of legalizing 
cannabis as many others have since both laws legalize the use of a federal Schedule I 
drug. However, Measure 109 does not legalize psilocybin for recreational use and places 
many restrictions on where, how and why psilocybin is used. 

In Deschutes County the cities of Bend and Sisters will not vote on a psilocybin ban 
and instead embrace Measure 109, but nearby Redmond along with the county govern- 
ment have pushed forward a vote on a psilocybin ban. 

Deschutes County is one of just two Oregon cities with a psilocybin ban on the ballot 
anda “vote ‘no’” campaign to shoot it down, according to Psychedelic Alpha’s Measure 
109 tracker. Psychedelic Alpha advocates for the field of psychedelic medicine. 

The campaign has become a subject of debate with two of the three Deschutes 
County commissioners up for re-election, says Piper Lucas, an organizer for the Vote 
No on 9-152 campaign to reject a Measure 109 ban. 

Lucas and others, like Prociw, share concerns that bans could limit accessibility to 
psilocybin services, especially for those who need it most. 

“The veteran community, they really need healing and help,” Lucas says. “They 
have to go to Mexico and get on an international flight, which could, depending on 
their state, induce more trauma, or they have to drive into Bend, if unincorporated 
Deschutes doesn't allow it.” m

Violence, 
bassist Miss Treats, and Chained have been playing music 
together since high school jazz choir, and around three 
months after DR/UNK was started guitarist and vocalist 
Suzie Slaughter came on. 

The group quickly became inspired by “heavier and 
heavier stuff,” Violence says, coming to a point where the 
band wasn’t writing the kind of music they used to. They 
say recently the band’s sound has been leaning toward 
grindcore and power violence, with a dash of metal. But 
that doesn’t mean that punk has left their repertoire — it 
still has an influence on their music. 

“T feel like those subgenres in particular did stem 
more from punk than they did metal, even though they’re 
super heavy,” Chained says. “the lineage and the natural 
progression of how all those styled developed definitely 
came more from hardcore punk.”

When the Blanchard Brothers strut their way to the 
Eugene-based POW! Pro Wrestling ring, you know you’re 
in for a treat. Jeremy and Bubba Blanchard look and act 
the way I imagine pro wrestlers in the “territory” days were 
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like, a time before WWE (then-World Wrestling Federa- 
tion) took over the wrestling industry in the mid~80s and 
injected pop culture into it. Those days were a time when 
big, burly wrestlers ran the ring, and they didn’t take any 
guff from the crowd. And the Blanchard brothers fit this bill. 

OK, so technically Bubba and Jeremy aren’t brothers. 
Jeremy says he was born in Memphis, Tennessee, and 
before he could walk, he was attending live pro wrestling 
shows, soaking in legends like Jerry “The King” Lawler 
(famous in the mainstream for the feud he had with come- 
dian Andy Kaufman). Jeremy met Bubbain middle school 
and they have been together ever since.

Walking into A Beer Club, located at Washington and 
7th, the first thing you’ll probably notice is the massive 
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amount of empty beer cans and bottles decorating the 
walls. It’s acollection that owner George Keim is proud of. 
He’s drunk every single one, so when he says he’s a beer 
nerd, I don’t doubt it. 

Keim opened the bar and bottle shop in June and 
prides himself in the variety of beers he has on tap andin 
refrigerators. Before opening A Beer Club, Keim worked 
as an auto mechanic for 12 years but decided to give up 
the wrench for the bottle opener. And there’s a sense that 
his bar reflects his auto industry background. The bar is a 
pristine stainless steel counter with a light in the middle, 
which he says is anod to the barroom scene in The Shining. 

The spot is meant to be an intimate place for beer 
lovers to gather and talk about the craft, Keim says. But 
don’t let the name fool you— no membership is required

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to drink at A Beer Club. Sure, he says that people can 
join its membership program, which offers customers 
cool perks like clothing and rare drinks, but it’s open for 
anyone, whether they like IPAs, lagers or root beer. 

Keim’s love for beer means that he’ll only stock drinks 
that he likes. With 26 drinks on tap and multiple refrigera- 
tors filled with alcoholic and nonalcoholic beer, cider and 
more, you’re bound to find something that you’ve been 
hunting for. Of course, I speak from recent experience. 
For years I’ve been looking for a beer from Segundo’s 
Broken Skull line, on which the Southern California brew- 
ery collaborated with WWE pro wrestler “Stone Cold” 
Steve Austin. Having Stone Cold’s beer is all the proof 
that you need that A Beer Club is the real thing, and — to 
quote one of Stone Cold’s famous lines that dominated 
pop culture in the ’90s and ’00s — “that’s the bottom 
line.” — Henry Houston 


The Blue Heron Bistro 700 Commercial Avenue, 
Coos Bay.

Yes, it’s not exactly in Eugene or Springfield. But Coos 
Bay’s excellent Blue Heron Bistro can satisfy that sudden 
overpowering desire for wiener schnitzel, sauerbraten or 
even Hungarian goulash that always seems to come over 
me when I visit the coast ona blustery day. Founded in 1976 
and run for four decades by Wim de Vriend, a conservative 
Dutchman, the restaurant lost alot of local business after 
he turned a garden hose on feminists picketing outside in 
1993. Into the breach stepped Adam Palmer, the Bistro’s 
longtime chef, who bought the business in 2015 and now 
runs it with basically the same menu — with the addition 
of Nashville barbecue — and with much better service, 
which tended to be on the slow side. Prices are moderate 
to high for the southern coast, with entrees running $25 
to $35, and that’s before you add in a great selection of 
German beers and ales. — Bob Keefer

You can catch me walking around Farmers Market 
eating Horton Road Organics’ “Original Salad Mix” like 
abag of Kettle chips. No dressing. No nothing. I can't put 
my finger on the perfection they've crafted so I had to 
reach out and ask. What makes this mix magic? 

Debra Seido Martin, farmer and co-owner at Horton, 
explains, “While I’d like to think our loving care and eye 
for the beauty and attention to each individual green 
matters, it is really the Coast Range mountain ecology 
that deserves the credit. The fine tilth of the soil, fresh air 
—when not smoky — and clean mountain irrigation water 
from the creek are all contained within the leaves we eat. 
In the Coast Range, we have an advantage over the valley 
with a slightly cooler climate that most greens desire.” 

That being said, there is a serious amount of human 
attention and devotion that goes into crafting their salad 
mix. Every four days, rain or shine, each of the eight ingre- 
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dients in the salad mixes gets sown separately by hand. 
And each variety of leaf gets a dedicated crew member 
that only works with that green all summer. This approach 
allows for that person to really get to know the crop. its 
flavor and how it should be integrated in the salad mix. 
And finally, Martin checks all greens that leave the farm. 

“Though you need a fine palate to notice, the greens 
are never the same twice,” she explains. “We work with 
what is given. Such a delight. Devotion or obsession? 
Yes.” — Todd Cooper

The impressive assortment of 
games and toys for kids of all ages, an abundance of high 
chairs, and emergency diapers in the bathrooms all signal 


hospitality and care for families. And I have to mention the 
exquisite rotating beers and food options. — Nadia Raza

If bowling brings to mind cheap hot dogs and watery 
beer, leave those notions behind at Lane 25, my staff pick 
for the best place for grownups to go bowling. Located 
in the Gilbert Center on Highway 99 in the same shop- 
ping complex as Strike City Lanes, Lane 25 is Eugene’s 
only 21-and-over bowling alley. It’s a place for mid-size 
private business parties, special events and gatherings, 
date nights, adult birthday parties or just a night out, 
according to Eric Gilbert, whose family owns the business. 

The big draw at Lane 25, though, is the menu. Forget 
stale nachos and try artisan pizza or a grass-fed burger, 
among other options, with 36 rotating taps of beer, wine 
and cider. According to Gilbert, the Lane 25 formula is 
what many bowling alleys are doing across the country. 
“We always have a bunch of beer on tap. We always try

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Witch’s Brooms, 
Kitchen Brooms, Oh My 


HOW THURMAN SCHEUMACK GOT HIS BROOMS IN HOCUS POCUS 2 AND MORE 


By David Ainsworth 


he brooms at Hogwarts in the Harry Potter 
movies? That’s aScheumack broom. The walk- 
ing sticks Gandalf uses in The Lord of the Rings 
movies? Those are from Scheumack. 

And that broom that Bette Midler flies on 
in Hocus Pocus 2? You better believe that’s a 
Scheumack broom as well. 

These brooms all come from alittle old shop in Eugene. Scheu- 
mack Broom Company makes several kinds of brooms, ranging 
from kitchen brooms to witch’s brooms, and they have been 
featured in several well-known movies. 

The company is the brainchild of Thurman Scheumack, who 
founded the business in 1981. “The business started in Arkansas 
in the Ozark Mountains,” says Scheu- 
mack, 72. He previously worked with 
a historical center called the Ozark 
Folk Center, back when Bill Clinton was 
governor. Clinton started a program 
that would help Scheumack find his 
passion for making brooms. 

“He gave out grants to younger 
people to go live with the old timers 
before it disappeared, and he gave me 
one of those grants,” Scheumack says. 
“So, I lived up there and studied knife- 
making, blacksmithing, broom making, 
woodcarving, all these different things.” 

Initially, Scheumack didn’t do this to 
make money. That all changed with his 
injury, though. “I got into a motorcycle 
accident, and my neck was broken in 
six places,” Scheumack says. 

After this, Scheumack began think- 
ing: What could he do to provide for his 
four children? He eventually decided 
that broom designing would be his 
career. “After I got out of the hospital, 
I really just centered on making the 
brooms,” he says. 

Scheumack’s brooms are created 


By the time Hocus Pocus 2 came out this fall, Scheumack’s 
brooms were well-established. “Once you’re in that kind of circuit, 
we get referred to a lot,” Scheumack says. He added that his 
brooms have been featured in several Renaissance fairs, which 
are known to the movie industry as great places to find these 
types of crafts. 

The movie industry is not the only primary source buying 
Scheumack brooms. In fact, he says, 50 percent of his wholesale 
customers are from witchcraft stores and metaphysical stores, 
which sell new age items. 

In 1997, Scheumack decided to move his business to Eugene, 
largely because of a popular event a few miles west. “The main 
reason we moved here was because of the Oregon Country Fair,”

in a traditional way, with several types 
designed for different uses. These 
include brooms for fireplaces, kitchen 
brooms and besom brooms, commonly 
knownaswitch’s brooms. Besom brooms 
are sewn rounder and are more aerodynamic than other types 
of brooms, including shaker brooms, which are sewn more flat. 

Some of the brooms even have face carvings on them. Several 
of the tools used to make the brooms have parts from the 1870s, 
with one bench vise made in 1878. The wood is local, with sticks 
coming from the Brownsville areajust north of Eugene. The wood 
used is mostly maple and cherry. 

“Tt’s very much the way they were made 150 years ago,” Scheu- 
mack says. It’s the besom brooms that are featured in the movies. 
Scheumack says the brooms seen in Hogwarts from Harry Potter 
are made by his company. 

In addition to the Harry Potter series, Scheumack’s brooms, 
sticks and carvings have been featured in several other movies. 
The wood sculpture carvings in the ships from the Pirates of 
the Caribbean are his. One episode of The Office has featured a 
Scheumack broom as well. Most recently, they have appeared in 
Hocus Pocus 2, released on Sept. 30.

he says. “It’s quite a change from the Ozark Mountains.” He has 
been selling his brooms every year at the fair since 1991, and 
people can buy his brooms there. 

Today, Scheumack and his employees, four full-time and two 
part-time, can be found working on their brooms in Eugene’s 
Whiteaker neighborhood. The old, rustic nature of the shop 
is the perfect atmosphere for the types of brooms they make. 

One worker, 29-year-old Waldo Przekop, says he enjoys the 
traditional and old-time style of the brooms he helps make. 

“Making the brooms, that’s a cool part,” Przekop says. “I think 
that it’s something that I would be sad to see it go, as far as old- 
timey natural art jobs.” 

So, whenever you sit down to watch Hocus Pocus 2 or the Harry 
Potter movies, keep an eye out for some local, old-time brooms made 
in asmall shop in Eugene called Scheumack Broom Company. &

edwig and the Angry Inch is one of 
those special works that earmark a 
chapter of my life. During my high 
school senior year and early college 
days, I watched the 2001 movie and 
listened to the soundtrack count- 
less times, often singing the songs 
with friends in the wee hours of the night. 

I found a lot to love about the punk rock opera, the 
story of finding oneself, the impeccable songcrafting, 
the unorthodox storytelling — too much to list, really. 

So walking into Oregon Contemporary Theatre, I felt 
nervous about the production and whether it could hold 
up to the pedestal in my mind. But the minute the lights 
went out and Hedwig Schmidt (Adam Goldthwaite) strolled 
in wearing the signature cape with the writing “Yankee 
Go Home With Me,” I could feel a perfect show was on its 
way. And that gut feeling wasn’t wrong. OCT’s produc- 
tion was an all-out production that didn’t miss a beat. 

Hedwig and the Angry Inchisa punk rock opera set in 
a world that transforms OCT’s theater into a dingy yet 
intimate rock venue. Schmidt and her band are performing 
on a stage in Eugene, playing punk rock, and in between 
songs she tells the audience her life story, how she grew 
up in East Berlin during Soviet rule, undergoing forced 
gender reassignment to escape with an American solider 
and being betrayed by her ex-lover and musical collabo- 
rator Tommy Gnosis. 

The punk rock musical had its start in the mid-’90s 
in weekly gatherings called Squeezebox at the New York 
nightclub Don Hill’s, where drag queens fronted punk 
rock bands. Hedwig and the Angry Inch then evolved into 
an off-Broadway production in the late-’90s, into an inde- 
pendent film in 2001, and then to Broadway. 

Goldthwaite captures the essence of the frontwoman, 
effortlessly switching between Schmidt’s Eastern Euro- 
pean accent, the Midwestern teenager accent of Gnosis, 
the Black American soldier who took her to the U.S. — 
and more. 

Goldthwaite also masterfully handles the comic and 
tragic sides of Schmidt. Whether it’s Schmidt’s opening 
(“Lalways like awarm hand at my entry”) or her response 
towhen she met Gnosis, who only listened to bands such 
as Asia, Europe and Kansas (“travel exhausts me, honey”),

Goldthwaite hits the punchlines. And he portrays Schmidt’s 
tragic side, the trauma of fleeing East Berlin only to see 
the wall fall a few years later, that helps drive the bullying 
of backup vocalist Yitzhak. 

And there isn’t Schmidt without Yitzhak (T.A. Nichols), 
who suffers under the iron fist of a tyrannical frontwoman. 
As Yitzhak, Nichols excellently supports Goldthwaite’s 
Schmidt, both musically and during storytelling. It’s a 
testament to her talent that she can casually sing Whit- 
ney Houston’s “I Will Always Love You” as Goldthwaite’s 
Schmidt recalls a love encounter with Gnosis. 

Of course, there’s the music. Written by Stephen 
Trask, the soundtrack has the feel of David Bowie’s 
concept album The Rise and Fall of Ziggy Stardust and 
the Spiders from Mars, both musically and thematically. 
Similar to Bowie’s classic album, the musical numbers 
in Hedwig and the Angry Inch capture isolation, pain,

sorrow, angst and triumph — with an extra dose of humor 
in “Sugar Daddy.” And the live band behind Schmidt 
and Itzhak maintained the balance of raw energy and 
subtlety for such a song list. 

My only wish for this production comes from someone 
so familiar with the music. I want to forget about theater 
etiquette, get out of my seat and sing along, as if the show 
is really happening in a rock venue. It’s tough watching 
the performance while being contained in a chair without 
wanting to sing every line with Goldthwaite — but luckily 
us Hedwig fanatics get achance to sing along for achorus 
in “Wig in a Box.” 

Until OCT has a sing-along version of Hedwig and 
the Angry Inch, this is as perfect as the punk rock musi- 
cal will get. =
